? Hereas there was palled an 
oO inance by the Loꝛds and 
Lament, entituled, An Ordi- 
nance of Parliament concerning the Subſidy 
of Tennage and Poundage, £8: continue 
from the firſt day of tuly 1642, wato 
the fur vol March then next euſuing. 
Whici, (a d Oꝛdinante, py a later ot the 
21 of lavuary 2642. foꝛ the ſetang toꝛth 
of ſeverall Ships - Fleets to _ 
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WE (2) . | 
fo: the guarding of this Realm, and o⸗ 
ther his Majeſties Dominions, in thele 
times of imminent.danger, and foz car- 
rying on the Aﬀairesofthe Navy, was 
dꝛdered to ſtand x continue in full fo:ce 
and power fromthe time of the faid Oꝛ⸗ 
dinante expiring , unto the 25 day of 
March 1644. und from thence by ano- 
ther O2dinance of the 18 of September 
164-3, tu continue unto the'25.of March 
1645. And whereas the ſaid Loꝛds and 
Commons have taken into their conſi⸗ 
deration the neceſſity of the continu gute 
of ſeverall Fleets ot ſhips àbꝛoad at ſea, 
foꝛ the ſaidſervice, andthe ſame will re- 
quire great funimes of money, which 
cannot be ſupplied and pꝛovided foz, but 
out ofthe collections of duties ariſingon 
Goods and Merchandise expoꝛted out 
of, and impoꝛted into this Kingdom. Be 
it therefoꝛe oꝛdatned by the ſaid Loꝛds 
and Commons, That the ſaid firſt Oꝛ⸗ 
dinance, entituled An Ordinance of Parlie- 
ment concerning the Subſidy of Tonnage and 
Poundage, together with the Book of 
Rates lately agreed on by the Commons 
Houſe of Parliament, and by ther * 
er 
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der publiſhed in paint, and all and every 
the Articles and Inſtructions in the ſaid 
Oꝛdinance and Book of Rates ſpecified 
and contained, ſhall ſtand and continue 
in full fozce and power from the ſaid 25 
of March 1645 intluſibe, foꝛ and untill the 
26 of March 164-7 excluſibe: and that the 
Commiſſioners and Collectozs toz the 
time being, oꝛ ſuch other Perſons as 
thallbe at any time Hereafter nominated 
and appointed to receive the ſaid duties 
by both Houſes of Parliament, are and 
ſball be enabled to receive all ſuch ſums 
of money which ſhall at any time here⸗ 
after be payable oꝛ payed foz Tonnage 
and Poundage, oꝛ advanced by way of 
Loane, oꝛ otherwiſe, foꝛ and in reſpect 
of Goods and Merchandtze erpozted 
out of, oꝛ impozted into the Pozt of 
London, and all other Poꝛts within the 
Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, 
and Towne of Berwick, in ſuch manner 
as the Duties of Tonnage and Peun- 
dage have bcene fo2merly received by 
the late and now Comnuſſtoners and 
Collectozs of the Cuſtoms; which laid 
Conimiſſioners and Collectoꝛs, and ſuch 
A3 other. 
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_ otherPerſous hereatter to be appointed 
by both Houſes of Parliament, as afozc- 
ſaid, their Deputy oꝛ Deputies, oꝛ any 
one of them, ſhall have full power and 
authoaty to give allowante by way of 
defaication., after the rate of 15 per Cent. 
out of all luch moneys as ſhall bee ad- 
vaͤnted acco ding to the laid Oꝛdinante, 
aud Book of Rates; all which moneys 
the ſaid Commillioners and Collectozs, 
and ſuch other Perſons hereafter to be 
appointed as afoꝛeſaid, their Deputy oꝛ 
Deputies, (hall receive upon account, 
aud ſhall from time to timeilue put the 
ſame, as theyſhallbe authoꝛized by Oꝛ⸗ 
der ofthe Loꝛds and Commons in Par⸗ 
hament,.02 by O2der ligned by five at 
the leaſt of the Conumittee ot the Navy 
of the Commons Houfe of Parliament, 
ſitting the Committee, foꝛ the uſe of the 
Navy and the Fleet now at Sea, oz 
hereafter to be employed by Authoꝛity 
of both Houſes of Parliament, foꝛ the 
S$UArBing of the Seas, aud detence of 
the Kingdome, and fo2 other neceflary 
charges foꝛ the niawaging che Service 
atozriaid, whole Ozder trom tine to

time ſhall bee their ſufficient diſcharge. 
And fo2 the better encouragement ol 
 theſaidCommtſſioners and Coltectozs, 
the fatd Lozds and Commons doe oz 
daine, That whatſoever Act oꝛ Acts the 
laid Commiſſioners and Collettoꝛs, oz 
uch other perſons to bee appointed as 
atoꝛeſaid, their Deputy oꝛ Deputies , 02 
anyone of them, chall doe in the execu⸗ 
tion of this Oꝛdinante, and whatloever 
moneys they ſhall reteive and iſſue out 
by virtue ofthe ſame, They, their Heirs, 
Executoꝛs, and Adminiſtratoꝛs ſhall be 
| Acquitted, diſcharged, and kept harm⸗ 
leſſe from any other oꝛ further trouble, 
queſtion, oꝛ account whatſoe ver, then 
to the ſaid Loꝛds and Commons. And 
they doe further declare and pꝛomiſe, 
that when any Act of Parliament ſhall 
bee paſt foꝛ Tonnage and Poundage, 
p20viſton ſhall be made by that Act, as 
well foz the indempnity of the Mer- 
_ chant advancing the ſaid. duties, and 
ſummes of money accozding to the ſaid 
Oꝛdinante and Book of Rates, as foꝛ the 
ſecurity and indempnity of the ſaid 
Commiſſioners and Collectoꝛs, and —

other Perlons tobe appointed as afoze- 
ſaid, in In of the ſald Service, 
and of ſuch other Perſon and Perſons 
who hall be employed therein, And it 
is like wiſe oꝛdained by the faid Lozds 
and Commons, and they doe hereby en: 
joyne all Merchants, alwell Dentzens 
as Aliens, to make due entries of all 
ſuch goods and merchand3es as they 
ſhall expozt oꝛ impor, from the day of 
the date hereof, toz, by, & during the 
continuance of this pzelent Oꝛdinance. 
And it is further Oꝛdered and O2- 
2 by the Authoꝛity afozeſayd , 
That if any ſuch goods oz other mer- 
chandize; wherof any the duties afoze- 
ſayd, are oꝛ ſhall be due, ſhall at any 
time hereafter bee ſhipped oꝛ put into 
any Boat oz Ueſlell, to the intent to 
bee carried into the parts beyond the 
Deas, 02 elle be bꝛought from the parts 
beyond the Seas, into any Poꝛt, Place, 
02. Creek of this Realm, oz other his 
Majeſties Domintons, by way of mer- 
chandize, and unſhiped to bee layd on 
land, the Cuſtomes and other duties 
due by this P:dinance, oꝛ to bee = 
02 
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_ foz the ſame, not payd, oꝛ the Collecto: 
thereof oz his Deputy, with the con- 
lent and agreement ot the Comptroller 
and-Surbvepoz there, oꝛ one of them at 
the leaſt not agreed with foz the ſame, 
in the Cuſtome Houſe, acco2ding to the 
true meaning of this Ozdinance; That 
then from the firſt day of February 1644. 
all the ſame Goods and Merchandize 
whatſoever ſhall be fozfetted, the one 
halle to bee employed to the uſe ofthe 
State, and the other moity to him 02 
them who will ſetze oꝛ ſue foꝛ the ſame : 
And tfoz that purpoſe, the ſatd Lozds 
and Conunons doe require the Cuſto- 
mers, Comptrollers, Survepoꝛzs, 
Searchers of the ſaid City of London, 
and all other the Poxts reſpectively , 
that they doe carefully attend their ſe⸗ 
vera charges, and make due ſeizure 
as foꝛfeited, of all ſuch goods and mer⸗ 
chandize as ſhall not bee entred-acco2- 
ding to the intent of this Oꝛdinance. 
And ſuch Goods to ſetzed by the ſaid 
Officers, oꝛ any other Perſon whatſo- 
tber, they are * from w_ to 
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time to Regiſter, with the Officer ap: 
pointed fo: that purpoſe in the Cuſtom- 
Houſe London; and to pꝛoteed by way 
of Bill, plaint.oꝛ infoꝛmation in his Ma 
teſties Court ot Exchequer, againſt ſuch 
goods and perſous ſo offending, contra- 
ry to the true intent and meaning of this 
DOzꝛdinance: And it is laſtly oꝛdained, 
That the Baron oz Barons of the ſaid 
Court of Exchequer x all other Officers 
of the ſaid Court reſpectively, foꝛ the 
time being, do and ſhall,and are hereby 
authoztzed and required to pꝛoteed to 
Judgement upon ſuch Will, Plaint, oz 
Jnfozmation accoꝛding to the courſe:of 
that Court. And the ſaid Baron oꝛ 
Barons, and Officers of the ſaid Court 
n ſhall he hereby indempni⸗ 
ied and ſaved ha fo: their ſo dg- 
ing. P2ovided ,. that the Ozdmance 
lately made foꝛ the: Negulating of the 
Rates: of Tobacdo, doe ſtand in fozre. 
without allowante of 1; per Cent. arcoz- 
ding to the true intent and meaning ol 
the foꝛmer Oꝛdinance, any thing in this 
D2dinance. to the contrary notwith⸗

e better encouragement ot all Mer⸗ 
hant Strangers and others, uſing the 
Compoſition.

It is further oꝛdained, That the ſe- 
verall Oꝛdinantes of Parliament of the 
26 0f Auguſt 1642. and 19 lanuary 1642. 
inhibiting the Impoꝛtation of Cur- 
rans, bee Hereby Repealed and made. 
voyd; And that it ſhall and may bee 
lawfull from the date hereof, foz all 
Merchants of the Levant Company, 
to Impoꝛt in Engliſh Bottomes, Cur⸗ 
rans as in fozmer times, paying only. 
ſuch Cuſtomes and Duties as are due, 
and payable by the now Book of Rates 
eſtabliſhed.
